REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


A major occurrence during 1990 was that of the 
revaluation of the Town. This project was completed 
with a relative small number of appeals and should 
provide an equitable tax assessment for property owners 
in Wilmot. 

We regret that we cannot tell you that you will 
have cable television soon. As you know we awarded a 
franchise to Kearsarge Cable Communications, Inc. after 
a public hearing was held. Kearsarge Cable has filed 
for approval with the FCC, but the granting of this 
license has been protested by Cable I, a cable company 
in Andover. Kearsarge Cable is confident of securing 
approval with the FCC, but the protest of Cable I has 
delayed the process. Richard Brady of Kearsarge Cable 
expects to begin construction in late spring or early 
summer. 

The new International Truck for the Highway 
Department was purchased in accordance with the Town's 
vote in March and is now in use. 

The big change in the Selectmen's office has been 
the placing of the Town's accounts on computer. The 
Town's accounts payable and tax billing are processed 
on our own computer eliminating the need for an outside 
agency to process the tax bills for us. We are 
especially grateful to our secretary, Carol Drake, for 
her contributions to making this project successful. 

One of the highlights of the year was that of the 
Tree Ceremony at the Town Offices. We thank Gail 
Matthews for her contributions in organizing’ the 
ceremony. 

The Recycling Committee has done an excellent job 
in researching and evaluating alternatives relative to 
Wilmot's recycling program. MThrough their efforts the 
Town received a grant from the State which will help 
defray start-up expenses of this project. Members of 
this committee are Douglas Smith, David Hopper, and 
Glenn Matthews. 

We thank you for your support during the past 
year. We ask that you continue to voice your opinions 
openly and bring to our attention anything that you 
feel you wish to be heard on. 

In closing, we want to take this opportunity to 
express our thanks and gratitude to the volunteers who 
gave unselfishly of their time and energy to the town's 
boards and committees. We also give special thanks to 
the Department Heads, employees and the volunteer 
firemen, all of whom make Wilmot a desirable place to 
live.

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Report of The Trust Funds of The City or Town of — wer on December 31, 19 
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PINE HILL CEMETERY ASSOCIATION 


This Association is responsible for the care and 
preservation of two cemeteries: Pine Hill Cemetery and 
Church Cemetery located in Wilmot Flat. 


This past year was a busy year for the Directors 
and Officers of the Association who are responsible for 
this preservation. 


Most of you perhaps have seen the results of one of 
the projects: the cleaning of the gravestones in Pine 
Hill Cemetery. This project will always be remembered 
as one of our most rewarding. The stones look beautiful 
and were basically in good condition. There was only 
one stone in Pine Hill Cemetery that was broken beyond 
repair. It was on the grave of: HANNAH ARNOLD who was 
born in 1795 and died in 1843. The gravestone shows 
that she was the wife of an Elder Artemis Arnold (there 
is no record of Elder Arnold being interred here with 
her or any other member of her family). We do not know 
her maiden name which might connect her to some of the 
families that are in Pine Hill Cemetery. The Directors 
decided to replace Hannah's stone. The new engraved 
stone reflects the information that was on the original 
stone. We have placed the old broken stone in storage 
as we felt that we should keep it for historical 
purposes. ‘ 


During the process of the stone cleaning, we also 
had to remove some overgrown bushes and shrubs. Some of 
these shrubs were becoming unsightly to the appearance 
of the lots and were also undermining and unseating the 
bases of the stones. Some stones had to be reset on 
their bases to prevent further damage. Any future 
planting of shrub will fall under the guidelines set by 
the Association in preventing these types of damages in 
the future. 


The cleaning of the gravestones was an expensive 
process. As most of you are aware, Pine Hill Cemetery 
Association operates on the income from its Trust Funds. 
These Trusts date back to 1907 and _ represent the 
planning and forethought that went into establishing 
these two cemeteries. We felt very fortunate in that 
one half of the expense for the cleaning could be taken 
from the Trust Income. The other half of the expense of 
the cleaning had been raised by Gifts and Donations and 
the fund raising efforts of the Directors and Officers. 
Because Pine Hill Cemetery and Church Cemetery do not 
have a Trust Fund for each and every lot, each year we 
must also preserve and care for those lots without Trust 
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Funds. As the cost of labor and materials continues to 
rise, it becomes most difficult to stay ahead of these 
costs, but it has been done and it will be done. 


Another project undertaken was the research into 
the individual lots and graves. The results are very 
rewarding. We have identified each and every lot and 
grave, by the gravestones where possible, and the old 
records of the cemeteries where _ possible. This 
information was compiled and placed on a computer. We 
now have some interesting results. We can locate all 
lots and graves with a map location and alphabetical 
index. The program also shows family clusters and 
relationships. It illustrates FAMILY TREES and detailed 
records of births, deaths and marriages. In Pine Hill 
Cemetery one family alone goes back seven generations. 


We gratefully thank Walter and Judy Walker for 
assisting us in our research by allowing us access to 
old Wilmot records. Their help and kindness insured 
this project's success. The "Cemetery Genie” program 
for the computer was originated by Michael Royce of 
Webster, NH. We thank him for his patience and many 
hours of assistance in getting this project started. 


This research is continuing, aS more and more 
information is compiled and recorded. The Board and 
Officers of Pine Hill Cemetery and Church Cemetery would 
enjoy being contacted about any family connection you 
might have in either of these cemeteries. We can 
provide you with whatever data we have compiled in this 
process of research. We hope you can provide us with 
information you might have concerning any interments in 
these cemeteries, their families, and any current 
descendants of those families. This information would 
be most appreciated.

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RECYCLING COMMITTEE 
1990 ANNUAL REPORT 


At Town Meeting last year the Town approved 
mandatory Recycling and appropriated $7,000 to meet any 
capital requirements. This action followed the 
presentation of a plan which had been recommended to 
the Selectmen by last year's committee. Under the 
proposed plan residents would separate their 
recyclables into two general categories, paper and 
mixed household containers, and deliver them to the 
transfer station in plastic bags. The bags would be 
placed in a trailer or rol lso6s¢ container and 
periodically delivered to the New Hampshire Recycling 
Center in Hooksett. 

This past year, while waiting for the Recycling 
Center to be completed, the committee has been working 
to implement the plan in the most cost-effective and 
convenient manner. Bids were solicited and received 
on a suitable trailer, which the Town Road Agent agreed 
to tow to the Recycling Center. A state permit to 
expand the function of the transfer station was 
received. The state also approved a $4,400 grant to 
cover 50% of the cost of the trailer and an initial 
supply of bags. Following a public hearing in 
September the Selectmen passed a recycling ordinance. 
A contract was negotiated with New Hampshire Recycling 
Center and reviewed by the Town Attorney. 

Completion of the Recycling Center was delayed 
until February of this year. As it neared completion, 
committee members visited the Center twice, most 
recently in the company of all three Selectmen. 

Late in the year a proposal was received from 
Waste Management of New Hampshire, Inc., who are 
building their own materials recovery facility adjacent 
to the landfill in Rochester. Their proposal was more 
costly and was rejected by the Selectmen. 

Lingering reservations about the wisdom of buying 
a trailer which would have to be unloaded by hand 
forced the committee to review the decision and 
consider alternative methods of storage and transport. 
Finally it was decided to initiate the recycling 
program with a leased roll-off container which will be 
supplied, transported and tipped by Gobin Disposal 
Systems. 

As soon as the necessary contracts have been 
Signed a start-up date will be announced and a public 
education campaign will get underway.

1990 was a year of change and growth for Lake Sunapee 
Home Health Care. In February, we changed our name to 
Lake Sunapee Health Care and affiliates, Lake Sunapee 
Home Care and Hospice and Lake Sunapee Community Health 
Services.

London, and the McAuliffe Planetarium in Concord. Each 
trip has been ~- resoundingly exciting as well as 
educational for the little ones. 

The Wilmot Learning Place is a nonprofit 
Organization which operates under the direction of a 
board of volunteers comprised of parents, educators, and 
interested community persons. This year, numerous 
requests for tuition subsidies have been processed and a 
generous grant, which we have annually received is not 
currently available. The Board is very grateful for the 
amount of financial help that the people of Wilmot have 
given in past years. The Board hopes that this 
generosity will continue. We are proud of our school 
and the many volunteered hours that have helped it grow 
into a well respected educational institution for our 
younger residents.

REPORT OF THE WILMOT PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Work on the addition to the library began on May 
1, 1990 and was substantially completed by the first 
of September. We muddled through the disarray and 
confusion this caused and the library remained open in 
spite of the frustrations, due in great part to the 
dedication of library volunteers and the clever 
guidance of our librarian, Kathi Donovan. 
Unfortunately, there followed several months of delays 
in getting the shelving and other furnishings we 
needed. These were caused in part by the requirement 
to use the bidding process for major items. At this 
writing (in early January) the adult area is now in 
fairly good order and we are working in the old 
schoolhouse, freshly painted in December, to create 
pleasing childrens’ areas and proper work space for 
the cataloguing and processing of books. We expect 
that by the time your read this in the Town Report we 
will be a fully functioning and orderly library once 
again - one of which our small town can be very proud. 
We offer our thanks to all who have given their 
support in both time and money, and their approbation 
of what we have done. 

Program highlights of the year included in April, 
an evening of reading aloud with Jane Kenyon and Mary 
Jane Ogmundson; the second annual Crafts Fair in July;

1990 REPORT OF THE WILMOT PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board has experienced ae marked 
reduction in applications for subdivisions and site 
plan reviews in 1990. Te 1s Clear=to dil sthat this 1s 
a direct result of the dramatic downturn in both the 
real estate and the financial markets. 

In March 1990, the Town adopted amendments to the 
Zoning Ordinance, creating commercial zones and 
updating the Flood Control provisions. The Planning 
Board is grateful for the active participation and 
support of the townspeople in these major improvements. 

During the past year, the Planning Board approved 
the subdivision of one large lot on Cross Hill Rd. and 
the annexation of another on Mt. Kearsarge. A site 
plan application for an automobile repair garage in the 
commercial zone was approved, as were two others in the 
category of home related occupations in the residential 
zone. The board conducted five conceptual hearings 
during the year, none of which resulted in subsequent 
action. 

In 1990, the Board welcomed John Taylor as its 
newest member. John replaced Betsy Forsham, board 
Secretary, who moved to Sutton but tells us her heart 
1S 4ec1 leer in eWitlmott Our new Secretary, Carol Drake, 
has jumped right in and is actively and professionally 
keeping us all on track. 

The Board is made up of an excellent mix of 
individuals with varied backgrounds, who work well 
together and with the Board of Selectmen. I extend my 
personal thanks to all of the members’ for their 
outstanding dedication to the best interests of our 
town.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


During calendar year 1990, the State of New 
Hampshire experienced an average number of wildfires. 
The three leading causes of these wildfires were 
fires kindled without a fire permit from the Forest 
Fire Warden, children and debris burning fires that 
escaped control. All these causes are preventable, 
but only with your help. 


Please help your town and _ state forest fire 
officials with forest fire prevention. by New 
Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27b), "No person, firm 
or corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled 
any fire or burn or cause to be burned any material, 
except when the ground is covered with snow, without 
first obtaining a written fire permit from the Forest 
Fire Warden of the town where the burning is to be 
done." 


Violations of RSA 224:27 and the other burning 
laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors 
punishable by fines of up to $1,000 and/or a year in 
jail and you are also liable for paying for all fire 
suppression costs. 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests 
and Lands assisted many towns in wildland fire 
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suppression during 1990 including a 262 acre fire in 
Moultonboro and several fires in Hooksett. 


In 1990, the New Hampshire Division of Forests and 
Lands trained 844 local Wardens and Deputy Wardens in 
the Incident Command System (ICS), an _ incident 
Management system for all types of emergencies. In 
1991, Wardens will be trained in the use of Class A 
foam in wildfire suppression.
